The Real '"Farting of the Ways." 



In iinr of ihc leading London Uaiiics we have come 
across a paragrajih relating to tlie death of M. Chavez, 
written by one who, to judge from others of his essays 
into the realms of motoring and aviation, we take to be a 
journalist of the old Conservative style, who looks upon 
bis mission in life to be the careful and judicial d t miy t ion 
of anything tfaat is new. The name of the joifiM h 
immaterial, and so is that of the writer, for we are not 
greatly concerned — so far as the personality of paper or 
writer is concerned — willi what is written in this or that 
newspaper upon subjects which are imiieiki lI> under- 
slocxi <i( those who ruiidun ilieni. But wh'-n ii ' 'inies to 
the diffusion of erroneous doctrun Ijy an iiif.uetitial 
journal, which may be hurtful to the ariation movement 
by giving the public false impi«aaioas .wid -Klea% theo it 
certainly dues concern us. 

The paragraph in question says, with perfect truth, that 
the aeroplane has come to the "parting of the ways," 
in that nil has now been done that is necessary for it in 
the way of sensational advertisement. Truly, what is 
now wanted is ]")rogTessive development along rational 
practical lines, and the kind of flyini; that is hmusrlu 
along for the purpose ol" satisfying a senu-mnrbid public 
taste is certainly of no further use, il, indeed, u ever liad 
any use at all. As we have saiU, we are in agreeinent with 
the sentiments so far expressed; but when the writer 
proceeds to state— as if it were, the accepted lesson of 
recent experiment— that *altha^t tb»Mn|il*M :niq( be 
invaluable in war, on its preseot nues ft twi no pleatme 
or business possibilities in peace," we take leave to 
dissent emphatically from the writer's dictum. It was 
just this species of cocksureness, combined with ignorance 
as tn scientific fact, that made so many lay Press writers 
look ridiculous in the early days of motoring. Not to 
mention their erstwhile expressions of disgust concerning 
noise, smell and vibration, it wa^ to tlimi a suicidal idea 
to trust valuable lives to the reliability o! any niechanica! 
Steering-gear, and could only be the feat of an athlete 
to steer a machine at twenty miles an hour between the 
kerbstones of an ordinary winding highway ! 

That there is a parting of the ways to which the aero- 
plane has now come is perfectly true, just as the writer 
in question has felt ; and if he had taken a little more 
trouble to look around and absorb the true indications 
of the times, he would have found them reflected to a 
nicety in the recent decision of the Royal Aero (JIuli to 
put an end to all unnecessary flights over large lown^. 
He mistakes the enthusiasm of the thousands who have 
welcomed the advent of the flying machine if he 
imagines that — with his own blindness — they too only 
see m it a sensational display that may lead to tragedy. 
He also misses the spirit in which we and other 
advocates of engineering progress have given our 
support to dctnonstralions calculated to prove to the 
public that human flight is at length a very real 
thing. And hence he has entirely missed the point as 
to the true parting of tlie ways, which is in reality 
nothing more nor Us-- than that now the aeronautic 
inriu.stry, liaving t_lelimtety proved In the world thai 
it has an existence — not to mention a brilliant future — 
must zealously guard itself against being confused with any 
mere gymnastic displays. To make our meaning clear, 
it may be eoB fa we d irid> perfect frankness that if a 
eoople <tf Man tfOme <^ me very few successful eying 
men of ttat m& lad oeniempbited a ffiglit from die 
9d»rb« of Lendcm die Qqr, and aro^ faafs. 



we should have joined our voice with that of the daily Press 
in extolling his skill and daring up to the very skies|; 
whereas now, even though this selfsame feat would probably 
be witnessed with exultation by as many thousands of 
interested spectators as then — and certainly ' could be 
accomplished with vastly greater certainty — yet we ghoold 
feel compelled to protest against the unnecessary risk of 
conducdng such a trial above a thickly-populated area, 
when it might equally well be carried out elsewhere. 

This question cnmpels attention not only from the 
point of view of a critical section of the outside public, 
but also from that of those who are taking a foremost 
part in the splendid work that is now being carried on 
in the interests of the new art and industr)-. That this 
is so is evident from the numerotis letters that we have 
recently received from flying men as well as from others, 
obviously inspired primarily by such accidents as that 
to poor Chavez last week. Closely wrapped up with the 
more general question is that as to wheth<^-|h{t of 
competition for prize mone> . which has beelDi and Snll is 
in vogue, answers its intended useful purpose ; or as to 
wlietiier somethingc<jnsiderably more specific as a scientific 
advance ought not rather to take its place. It has even 
been suggested to us by some that pri/es like thai won 
by Faulhan for the London-Manchester achievement 
are in reality out of all proportion to the value of 
the actual achievement ; and hence we not only have this 
aspect put forward, but simultaneously the suggeaj^^ 
others that no man ought to be tempted to risk b& life in 
this way by the oATer of so large a sum. On the one 
hand, however, we would point out that, as far as the 
benefits conferred by such prizes as that in question are 
concerned, it is >ii>/ the individual performance that has 
to be taken into account. Nobody actually knows, but 
everyone can form some slight opinion, as to the great 
miiiilier of workers who, but for the offer of so big a 
prize, wouM :i;i\e been nimble to pursue their studies 
through lack of financial support ; so that the real value 
of the prize money must have been vastly greater than 
any single individual can actually have cognisance of. 
Then, t»o^ stS; icgpuds the other contention, it isabnud 
to suggest that men dT the Faulhan stamp would be 
deterred from attempting such glorious performances, 
even if the jirize were a thousand pounds or even a 
hundred pounds, or possibly no money .at all, instead of 
being 10,000 ; ,so that the mere talk of wealthy folk 
presuming upon the daring of those who are lacking in 
money is arrant nonsense, and is a mere excuse fiw 
stirring up antagonism against hunuin flight. 

Gener^y speaking, therefore, let it be recognised that 
these big prizes which are ofiered for epoch-making 
achievements still serve an invaluable purpose, inasmuch 
as they introduce — indirectly quite as much as directly — 
the necessary sinews of war for enabling the inventor and 
the experimenter to keep on with their arduous task. But 
at the same time let it be equally recognised that we have 
come to a parting of the ways, where mere sensationalism 
cannot longer be tolerated, even if it does lend at times 
a glamour to ihe progrH.s.s of the art of flight. And let 
all those who wish for the welfare of aviation add their 
protest whenever opportunity arises against such confu- 
sion of ideas as is typified by the inclusion in the general 
Press, tinder one and the some generic beading, of reports 
of die doings of aviators with iSeit machines iad of some 
wretched panchate desceat^l^AJtani^ Air or at some

Wright brothers regard machines fitted with any 
form of borixontal balancers to be inftiwements of 
their claim. It should sot therefore be mfficult for 
anyone to appreciate the si(;niticanl,fa8yppt|liice of a 
system of contrni that i« fiiridamerifl^^ 'fflAjeMU to 
this standani practice of tht day. 

The Ncalc biplane, with which, as otir readers 
know, experiments have for a long time been con- 
ducted on the brooklands flying ground, is a machine 
th.1l. certainly does embody a method of control that is,

developments in aeroplane construction that is at 
present on trial. This machine is steered and 
balanced by mnvahir vcnical planes that arc hinged 
to the outermost forward struts of the main plaoeSi 
ai>d these vertical plancR, in cnnjanction with the fore 
and aft elevator:^, consiitut*- the sole conirullinj;

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ROUND-ABOUT FRENCH NOTES.

The lost week has been one of the saddest in the history of 
flviaiion. I 'our aviators have died and one is lo seriously injured 
thai there is but httle hope of his recovetr. There ire thcae who 
from this taJe of death would liod proofs of the im possibility of the 
future success of flying. Prejudice and shei^t ignoranee are the 
foundation of many r^ases of'^ so-called public opinion. Koch of 
these deaths, regrettable i hough ihey may be, ought to Ik the means 
of causing a deeper study of aerial navtgaiioa, and ought ui 
encourage others lo fly that ihey may remove the existing danger^. 
At least thai h the feeling lieie. When Wachici went u- hiK clc;i!h 
at Kheims, iht- oihei AnloiiKSlc pilots, far from rtfraining fri>n", 
further flyini:. redoubled ihcii ctloitv, und m hit. hontiur earned 
away the principal contests ..f ih- week The new science has 
come to stay, and the sooner it^- \'\:tu~ arc vcrj' greatly reduced, the 
better for all, but all the paper work in the world can do but tittle. 
Practical experience is the only sure method of making discoveries, 
supported, of courset by theoretical investigation. One hour uf 
flight teachei & man more if he be sufficiently observant than years 
<tf absUttoi study. But let aviation lie a serious pcofession to which 
one's time and thought is entirely dc^-uted, and not the desuhor)- 
pursuit of adulation -Unnng young geniU-men with more money than 
fantlnSf or of the hopeless repT()l>ate i<> whon. death ha.^ les.s terrors 
than life and to whom money is tiic sv.lc i.bjcct, an^! the advaricc- 
ment of scicnc none at all. The iinic I't atimsemcnt will cnnir 
when kiiiiwleij^jc is tuti imrch-iscd iil ?ui h a deailly cost. 

On Saturday the ahilude record recently made by the unfortunate 
George Chavez was beaten by Wynmalen at Mourmelon, where he 
rose on a Farman biplane (Gnome motor) to a height nf 3,780 
metres. When at bis greatest height his engine stepped, but 
GoDtraiy to the experience of M. Motanc at Trouville some weeks 
ago, M. Wynmalen succeeded in gliding quite safely and gently to 
the ground. The attainment of this hr-ii^hi issiillmnrc pr;ii-rworthy 
when it is remembered that his machine is .mc i f the lu w hr.tvy 
biplanes designed specially for mililary purpoacs. The size of the 
main planes i'^ con-ii lcmbiy larger than on the standard type, and 
all parts are heavun .-iiid stronger, butotfaerinte A*e OHUdiinle dotdy 
resembles the ordinar}* Karnian. 

There are three points at the present moment worrying the VttUfik 
designers, the presence of a front elevator, the shape of the tail« 
and the method of obtaining lateral stability. The front elevator 
has disappeared from every biplane of note, save the Karroon 
and the Sommer. Mr. Farman designed and built a biplane 
without a forward elevator many months ago, but after many 
oxpexunents has reverted ic his former type. As to M. Sommer, 
I know nothiog of any experiments he may tnve made, but 
for tlie pieaait his machine letains its ori^nal flhcpe. Oae 



can learn much more ijuickly on an aeroplane htted with 
the front elevator than on one without. It seems a more 
natttral action to operate a movable plane in full tight than to work 
a tail one cannot see. Also, I thinl.. a better descent can be made 
on such a machine. Rut l)eyond that I can sec no advantage in the 
front plane. It adds to the discomfort of flying, and increases head 
resistance greati). As lo ihc tail, nurtt con-^ituctorii have adopted 
the r.'.onojilanc iyjK' a^Min, with thi. cxccptum i.f Mr. 1 arman, who, 
after iryin^ nmuy ditUtcnl ly[>c!.. Iia.v haaily letuiued to the biplane 
form. There i-; itn iiirr. asing ttndency t" fit two rudders side by side, 
thi& givitig a j^teutci grip on ilic air, and consequently greater ease in 
making turns Instances of this double rudder can be found on the 
Farman, Goupy. Sommer and S.A.F.A. biplanes, and on the 
Nieu(mrt monoplane. Then M. Voisin places ihc rudder uiidci 
the tail plarw, and M. Tellier over it. The majority divide the 
rudder into two parts. aUfve and below the plane, and this I have 
found must salisfaotory myself. Tlif i|ues(ion of lateral stability 
hah naiurallv .settled itself 'into the use cither of wing He\ing or 
aileions. Wint; tlcxiii;;, while intmitcly the lirller method, has (hr 
seriou-, dis;idvantage of weakening, by constant bending, the s^Jars 
uf tin- wiiig>.. .Ailerons when (tted to the tmiJing edge of the wing 
exercise considerable drag on the machine when m operation if used 
ihi. I'.a-.'. degree too strongly, so that frequently instead of righting 
'hr rr irhinr the etTeci is 1.. bring it to the gruuml. And as for 
-iiltioi. hxcd between tlie two main planes, they arc the least 
t ileetive of all in practice, and now very few makers en|^y them. 
Such ailerons act simply as a brake, and only restore staHuiy very 
slowly, and then only at high spoeds. 

H. Ileory Jacques, uf whom I wrote a note s(<me weeks back, 
had an accident some ten days ago through Undin^ :i littlr roughly. 
He bn^e tendons in both wristSfOnd cut hih face ludly. Owing to 
this accident I have been unable to make the flighu 1 imenndt 
As he is now quite well i^in I hope to (sonmenoe flying nono- 
ptanr next week.
